Tbo motion introdoced by Dr. Powell, to 
have the committee'!, html decision presented 
at the next meeting of the House, will relieve 
the minds ol many who weie under the im- 
pression that a recommittal, which is to opei 
up the whole muller de novo, at this lati 
period of the cession, was simply ft p lji, 
way to shelve tho entire question. We havi 
already shown how little- good is to be ob- 
tained by a recommittal. The report prays 
for the appointment of a commission toad 
minister oaths, 11 rid all the literal; or legisla- 
tive talent in the colony cannot approach 
nearer a practical result. If the document 
embraced but a couple ul foolscap paires, 
instead cf its very extensive dimensions, it 
would be really all that i~ necessary to ac- 
complish tho ends desired. A practical re- 
port, that aimed at nothing beyond the im- 
mediate issue i.f the Committee, would have 
contented itself with commenting on some ol 
the most unsatisfactory portions of Ihe evi 
deuce, and recommending the commission an 
the only remedy. Under any circumstance* 
the Committee's decision could not have heei 
a final one. Their only hope was to obtain 
n basis for making a request to the Governor 
The recommittal, therefore, so fat us praclica 
results go, really amounts to nothing. Tin 
report which has been drawn np by Mr. De 
Cosmos is a valuable document, so far us 
statistics and general information are con 
cerned, and we regretted deeply the whim i I 
striking out its musi important sections ; bin 
w-o regret'ed die aciion only as the mangling 
of a repoa that might be hereafter, ami out 
aide the jurisdiction ol ihe Committee, used n> 
some advantage. The recommittal may re 
store this unloiluuule potiion, krock out the 
names of the private individuals in connec- 
tion with Ogden Point and so bl i 1 g the re- 
sult up belore the House in a nv re saiisfae- 
tory shape; but beyond this il will not facili- 
tate matteiB nor improve the recent position 
ono iota. It is, ul course, desirable, as 
Mr. Franklin Slid, that tho Committee 
should be us nearly unanimous as po-sible ; 
for on no other consideration can thi 
report pass the II on -o. If the recommit 
tnl will throw oil upon the troubled va- 
lors, and rub of] the edges of unpatr otie 
obstinacy, it will do more a IhousBinl times 
than any improvement in the phruseology 01 
the fuels. Dr. Trimble seta good example 
in this respect yesierduy — an example lluu 
needs only lo bo followed by the re-t ul :!
